Beyond radio s standard broad­ 
cast band, beyond the short wave 
bands that have become common 
place to millions of 
Americans, 
radio 
scientists 
are working to 
bring new miracles of communi­ 
cation to a post-war world. 
The radio industry that helped 
turn 
out a record-breaking 13,- 
UU0.UÜ0 
receiving 
sets for U. S., 
home use last year has joined the 
war and 
the 
chances 
are th at1 
there won’t be any replacements 
as long 
as the 
army and navy 
need the equipment 
in the fight j 
on the Axis. 
Perso na l Co mmunica tio n 
After 
the peace times return, j 
radio scientists say it is not fan-i 
tastic 
to expect 
personal radio j 
communication by pocket trans­ 
mitters and receivers; 
television 
in color; 
airplanes 
with radio- 
controlled clearance indicators— 
to prevent flying into mountains 
— as well as locators, automatic 
landing equipment and automo­ 
biles with anti-collision devices. 
Many of these things already 
have gone past the experimental 
stage 
and w ill be ready for tre-! 
mendous development when rub-j 
bcr, 
metals and other materials 
become available again. 
Radios 
next 
great surprises 
w ill come via the ultra short and' 
micro waves— that field lying be­ 
yond 
30 megacycles 
and up to 
10,000 megacycles 
virtually un­ 
known when broadcasting made 
its bow a couple 
of decades ago. 
Ultra -Sho rt Field 
The ultra-short field already is 
being utilized tor television, fac­ 
simile transmission and frequen­ 
cy modulation broadcasts; when 
the science 
moves 
further into 
the micro wave 
realm, then the 
million 
of available frequencies 
can be utilized for tne person-to- 
person communication. 
This and other spectacular per­ 
formances 
of the radio to come 
w ill be abetted 
by another de­ 
velopment 
of îecent years— di­ 
rective transmitting and receiv­ 
ing antennae. 
Back 
in the old 
days, broad­ 
casts flared in ail directions from 
the transmitter, like waves from 
a stone dropped in a pool of w a­ 
ter 
Now, 
even 
the 
standard 
broadcast wave may be largely 
directed, while control of the ul­ 
tra short 
and micro waves is a 
cinch, engineers say. 
For example, they can "beam" 
a wave 
20 miles, and a receiver 
located 10 degrees to either side 
of the target w ill not pick up the 
signal. 
In 
this manner, 
radio waves 
may 
be harnessed 
more effec­ 
tively than 
at any time in their 
practical history. An airplane in 
flight may be directed and land­ 
ed in any kind of weather with­

mon in Egypt. So prevalent and 
painful was thin affliction among 
the armed forces that two young 
men of Guy’s Hospital in London, 
named Cunningham and Saunders, 
began to study it and established 
the first hospital in the world for 
eye diseases— Moorfield’s, in Lon­ 
don. The study of this tropical dis­ 
ease was really the beginning of 
our scientific knowledge of the 
specialty diseases of the eye. 
It is so likely that it amounts to 
a certainty, that with the return 
of soldiers from this war we will 
have introduced into this country 
a number of tropical diseases 
which are totally unfamiliar to 
the average medical man. It is 
probable that they will not stay 
here very long because they de­ 
pend upon climatic conditions, ani­ 
mal carriers which are indigenous 
to tropical countries, but we are 
sure to hear about them and for 
that reason a book just published 
called Amb a esa d o rs in W h ite : Th e 


Sto ry of A^merica n Tro p ica l Med i­ 
cin e by Charles Morrow Wilson is 
a very timely publication. 
Tro pica l Disea ses 
The English, who have sent 
their soldiers and colonials out to 
tropical countries for years, have 
had established in London the In­ 
stitute and School of Tropical 
Medicine but we have no simi­ 
lar institution here. I doubt if one 
American doctor in a hundred has 
ever seen a case of kala-azar or 
filariasis. Very few have ever seen 
a ny amoebic dysentery or evbn 
malaria. I live in an almost south­ 
ern city and yet I do not see ma­ 
la ria oftener than once or twice a 
y ea r and tha t in imported cases. 
The whole aspect of disease in
